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Dear  Listener 

Quiet  Fundraising:  KPFK's  'Quiet 
Campaign"  was  the  biggest  topic  in  listen- 
er communication  here  at  the  end  of  1992 
and  the  beginning  of  1993.  For  three 
weeks  in  December,  we  put  on  various 
low-key  announcements  asking  people  to 
donate  to  the  station.  It's  an  approach  we 
haven't  tried  in  recent  years,  and  quite 
different  from  our  usual  more  Intense 
fundraising. 

This  was  a  special,  supplemental  cam- 
paign that  was  an  experiment  we  needed 
to  conduct  because  our  fall  fund  raising  hadn't  pulled  as  much  as  we  had  hoped. 
Your  comments  were  mostly  favorable.  You  liked  the  idea  of  fundraising  that 
didn't  disrupt  the  programming.  One  thing  some  people  didn't  like  was  the  800 
number  company  we  used  to  take  the  pledges.  Normally,  our  volunteers  and  staff 
take  pledge  calls  here  in  our  building.  But  this  time  we  tried  the  service  —  mainly 
so  our  staff  could  continue  with  their  normal  work  The  operators  at  the  company 
we  hired  didn't  always  know  what  they  needed  to  do,  and  this  frustrated  the 
callers  who  ran  into  it.  If  we  do  this  again,  we  would  try  to  find  a  more  congenial 
company. 

But  did  we  raise  any  money?  Yes,  we  did.  We  raised  about  $8,635  from  about 
175  callers.  Only  a  fraction  of  our  $50,000  shortfall,  but  it  helped.  V\fe  will  be  talk- 
ing about  how  this  kind  of  fundraising  fits  in  with  our  future  development  strate- 
gy. If  you  have  any  comments  or  suggestions  on  how  It  might  work  better,  please 
write  me. 

News  on  the  News:  The  news  is  one  of  our  most  (wpular  programs,  so  we  are 
glad  to  announce  two  hires  in  that  department.  Lynne  Shifflett  has  taken  over  our 
Morning  News  Anchor  position.  She  has  an  extensive  journalism  background. 
Including  both  broadcast  and  print.  As  a  volunteer,  in  the  past  she  worked  with 
the  Weekend  News  team  on  KPFK.  Since  then,  she's  written  and  produced  for  sev- 
eral television  and  radio  stations,  and  for  papers  such  as  the  Los  Angeles  Senlind, 
where  she  was  editor  at  the  City  E^sk.  She  was  bom  and  raised  here  and  brings  a 
depth  of  community  contact  that  will  be  a  special  bonus  to  the  newsroom. 

Herman  Padilla  will  be  our  staff  person  for  News  Production.  Herman  is  very 
respected  in  the  newsroom  for  his  skill,  speed  and  ability  to  handle  technical  taslu 
under  the  pressure  that  is  an  inevitable  part  of  a  news  day.  He's  from  San  Pedro, 
and  also  brings  some  local  journalistic  experience  —  you  may  occasionally  hear 
him  reporting  a  story  in  addition  to  his  production  credits. 

We  have  to  give  special  thanks  to  Les  Hammer,  who  served  long  months  on  an 
interim  basis  to  cover  the  Morning  News.  We  also  have  to  thank  the  volunteers 
who  work  with  the  news  for  helping  to  keep  it  all  going  during  the  long  hiring 
period.  They  continue  to  be  heani  on  the  news  every  week. 

The  KPFK  Board:  We  are  looking  for  members  for  the  KPFK  Station  Advisory 
Board.  The  way  Pacifica  is  set  up,  the  actual  governing  board  —  the  board  of  direc- 
tors —  is  the  Pacifica  National  Board.  It's  made  up  of  representatives  from  each  of 
the  five  Pacifica  stations'  boards,  plus  some  at-lai^e  members.  Each  station's  local 
board  advises  on  matters  of  programming  topics,  fundraising,  and  finance,  among 
other  things.  We  need  people  with  good  community  contacts,  good  otganizatlonal 
experience  and  appropriate  skills.  If  you  think  you  would  be  a  good  prospect,  or 
you  know  someone  who  would  be,  please  let  me  know  and  we  will  send  them 
more  detailed  information  on  what  the  board  involves. 

We  hope  1993  will  be  a  good  year  on  KPFK.  Stay  tuned!
